The chapters on the Rumania of yester- 
day are equally good in describing the 
agreeable features of the country—its 
natural beauty, wealth, prosperity, and 
apparent civilisation. But the account of 
its policy, and how its leaders brought it 
into its present plight, cannot escape 
criticism. The author speaks as a deter- 
mined advocate of Rumania, the friend of 
its Queen, and gives us all that can be said 
for its policy during the critical days since 
1912. The common belief is, however, 
very different from hers. We learned in 
the first Balkan War (1912) that Rumania 
sat on the fence with a good and well- 
appointed army, waiting to see whether the 
other Balkan Powers would defeat the 
Turk or not. We were told that Rumania 
also expected compensation from the Turk 
for its neutrality, when the unexpected 
victory of Bulgaria supervened. But 


presently, when the victors quarrelled over | 


their spoils, and Balgaria attacked Greece 


and Serbia, no sooner did her attack fail | 


than the Rumanians marched into her 
territory, with no casus belli whatever, and 
demanded, and obtained, rectification of 
frontier, alias a share in the plunder of

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PROGRESS OF THE ATTACK. 
As was to be expected, says The Times, our 
progress was slower yesterday than on the first, 
day, though the German reaction has not yet 
fully developed. Our salient, in its present form, 
still requires enlargement, because, though deep, 
jt remains too narrow at its apex. When the 
enemy forces pull themselves together we must 
expect the struggle to grow more desperate. We 
shall require more ground north of the Amiens- 
Cheulnes road, and also north of the Somme, 
but it is clear thet the futuré course of the 
operation probably depends very. largely on the 
fate of Chaulnes. Should Chaulnes fall very 
large results may follow, and our Correspondent 
with the French Army already anticipates an 
extensive withdrawal of the Germans south of 
the Avre. A description of the portions of the 
battlefield from which the Germans fied shows 
the complete and overwhelming nature of Thurs- 
day's surprise. The prospects of any effective 
retaliation by the enemy on a great scale in 
the West this autumn are steadily diminishing. 
For the moment, at any rate, the initiative has 
clearly passed to the Allies. On the Lys the 
Germans are withdrawing, though not yet to 
any great extent. While they are resisting 
stiffly on the line of the Vesle, it is reasonably 
certain that they must soon go back across the 
Aisne. The plans of Hindenburg and Ludendorff 
are more deranged than ever, and the outlook 
for the Allies was never more promising. We 
may add that, though our total casualties are 
said to -he light. las night’s aviation report 
showed that the losses among our gallant young 
sirmen are exceptionally heavy, Fifty of our 
gnachines are reported as “ missing.

AREAS AND THEIR QUOTAS. 


The following is issued by the Irish 


Recruiting Council :— 

The Council feel that no apology is due for 
the delay in issuing a detailed scheme for volun- 
tary enlistment of the fifty thousand recruits 
asked for by His Excellency the Lord Liev- 


tenant. Many difficulties had io be overcome 
and the organisation completed. 

The scheme as now published has had very 
careful consideration, and the machinery will 
be in full working urder on and after 12th 
August next. 

It is hoped that the young men of Ireland 
will realise the responsibility that is laid upon 
them to give the strength of their manhood to 
the cause in which the whole Allied nations 
have joined together under the supreme com- 
mand of one ilfustrious French sold:er—Marshal 
Foch. 

Under this scheme the Council, in agreement 
with the Admiralty, the Army Council, and the 
Air Council, has taken over responsibility for 
the executive work of voluntary recruiting, and 
will utilise as far as possible in the carrying 
out of this work Irish officers and men of the 
diferent Services who have been either dis- 
charged by reason of wounds or are on tem- 
porarily hght duty from similar disablement. 

For che purposes of this erganisation lrejanda 
has been divided into ten areas, with several 
out-stations in each area. This has been done to 
enable the work to be carried on in each 
locality under the advice and control of Com- 
mittees with a knowledge of the local condi- 
tions. The out-stations in each area will be 
responsible to the Area Office, and each Ares. 
Tra will be directly responaible to the Council 
iteeil. 

In each area representatives of the three 
Services will be at hand to give particulars of 
the requirements of the Navy, the Army, and 
the Air Force, and their advice and «pinion 
will be courteously and willingly given om all 
questions. It is to be fully recognised that en- 
quiries with regard to the Services may not 
necessarily mean an immediate desire to enlist. 

At the headquarters of each area a civilian 
Medical Board will be established to examine 
men, and place them, according to their physi- 
cal fitness, in Medical Grades I., IL, or JIT. 
Those who are found to he totally unfit for 
service will be given a certificate, which will be

GREAT FEATS DURING THE 

ADVANCE. . 

The following report of the work of the 
British Air Force, dated August 9th, 8.19 p.m., 
has been received :— 

On August 8th our. aeroplane squadrons co- 
operated with the other arms on the battle 


front throughout the day. The line reached by 
our attacking infantry was reported by our 


contact aeroplanes. The positions of the hostile 
artillery in action and columns of German in- 
fantry and transport. on the march were 
signalled te our guns by our artillery machines. 
Other machines supplied our advance troops 
with ammunition from the air. Co-operation 
with tanks was carried out systematically. 
Our machines assisted the tank crews with 
information, attacked strong points and other 
opposition with bombs and machine gun fire, 
and, by dropping smoke bombs along the line 
of their advance, assisted to conceal the 
approach of the tanks fram the enemy. Our 
contact mahcines. working with the cavairy, 
rendered valuable service. Flying low in front 
of our advancing line, our fighting squadrons 
shot at and bombed the enemy in his retreat, 
causing havoc among masses of hostile troops 
and transport on roads congested with traffic. 
Our bombing squadrons, flying a few hundred 
feet from the ground, attacked trains, railway 
junctions, and bridges. 

Forty-eight hostile machines are recorded as 
destroyed by our aeroplanes, and seventeen 
others were driven down out of control. Five 
hostile balloons were shot down in flames. 
Fifty of our machines are missing, most of 
these casualties being due from fire on the 
ground. One of our night flying machines also 
failed to return. 

On August 9th our airmen continued the 
work of co-operation with British infantry, 
artillery, cavairy, and tanks on the battle front. 
German troops and transport were again 
attacked with bombs and machine gun fire 
from a low height whenever a suitable target 
offered. The Somme bridges were heavily 


bombed both by day and night. Elsewhere 
along the British front activity in the air has 
been slight, but the ordinary work of pheto- 
graphy, reconnaissance, and observation has 
been carried on.

Still further advance is reported to-day from the whole of the battle front 
involved in the new offensive north and south of the Somme, and 
this notwithstanding increasing hostile resistance. 

The French operating on our right have also progressed over four miles, 
taking several towns. 

The Allied Armies are now on the line Pierrepont-Arvillers-Rosiéres- 
Rainécourt-Morcourt. This represents an advance at some points up 
to eleven miles. 

Prisoners taken now number 17,000, and the guns between 200 and 300. 
Vast quantities of material have also fallen into our hands. 

The splendid work of our airmen is recorded in the British aviation 
report. Not only were they active in supplying information to the 


gunners, but they even carried ammunition for the advanced troops, 
dropping it from the air. :

Our progress on the battlefield continues. French troops have taken Fresnoy-en- 
Chausse, and the British troops are east of Le Quesnel and Caix. 

North of the Somme the enemy is offering a vigorous resistance to our advance, 
and heavy fighting has taken place between Chipilly and Morlancourt. 

The prisoners taken by the Allies yesterday exceed 14,000. The number of guns 
captured cannot yet be estimated. 

During the past days the enemy has continued to evacuate the forward positions 
held by him in the Lys Valley. 

Our line has been advanced on the whole front from the Lawe River to the River 
Dourre, north-west of Merville, to a maximum depth of over 2,000 yards. 

Our troops hold Locon, Le Cornet, Malo, Quentin le Petit, Pacout and Le Sart. 

We carried out a successful local operation last night north of Kemmel, advancing 
our line a short distance on a front of more than 1,000 yards, and capturing over 30 
pris ners

During the morning the Allied Armies renewed their attack on the whole battle 
front south of the Somme, and have made progress at all points, in spite of increasing 
hostile resistance. 

French troops, extending the front of attack southwards, captured the village of 
Pierrepont and the wood to the north of it. North and north-east of this locality 
French troops made rapid progress, and realised an advance of over four miles in the 
course of the day. 

On the front of the British Fourth Army, Canadian and Australian troops, with 
admirable dash, having captured the line of the outer defences of Amiens, have ad- 
vanced beyond them to a depth of two miles. after severe fighting at a number of points,

GERMAN REACTION AT 
CHIPILLY. 

The Press Association, telegraphing early last 
evening, says >— 

The news of the Franco-British offensive is 
meagre, owing it is thought to low visibility, 
making it difficult to get news back from the 
front.

The further advance recorded south of the 
Somme covers a front of roughly nine miles and 
a depth of four miles. It is probable this is 
by no means all, and that our troops further 
north have advanced to a corresponding depth, 
but no details are available as yet. 

The approach of our forces to the neighbour- 
hood of Chaulnes raises important considera- 
tions from a tactical point of view. Chaulnes is

“A CONVICT SETTLEMENT.” 

A Parliamentary White Paper was issued last 
nigut containing the teat of a statement, dated 
May 16th, drawn up by the Allied Ministers at 
Jassy with regard to the conditions of peace im- 

osed upon Rumania by the Central Powers. 

hose conditions are strikingly summed up by 
the Allied representatives in the following 
words -—** Ger by the treaty she has im- 
posed on Rumania, has cynically ignored her 
own declarations. This treaty provides for the 
spoliation of the puble lands, for the scarcely 
concealed annexation of the whole country, and, 
after the peace, for its barbarous exploitation, 
and for the draining of its resources to the 
profit of the conquerors. It turns Rumania 
into a veritable convict settlement, where the 
entire population is condemned to hard Jabour 
for the benefit of the conquerors. It is a fair 
example of a German peace. 

“We sh uld consider it all the more closely 
inasmuch as the German delegates informed the 
RuMmanian <delegates, who were appalled at 
being required to accept such conditions, that 
they would appreciate their moderation when 
they knew those which would be imposed on 
the Western Powers after the victory of the 
Central Empires.”
